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PREFACE. 



The present work was nndertaten in the belief 
that a Tolnme more compact, comprehe naive, and 
clear, than, any that has yet appeared in our 
language, was much wanted for the novice In 
Homceopatbic practice. 

It is not DeceasBry that we should say uinch of 
the wayin which this volame must be used in the 
treatment of diBeaae. Of course that drug must 
be selected whose recorded range of action agrees 
moat precisely with the features of the case. There 
is no remark so familiar in works on Homceopathic 
practice, aa the injunction' to look at the totality 
of symptoms, both in the drug and the disease. 
The diificulty has been to .avoid perplexity amid 
the wilderuesa of symptoms. We hope this diffi- 
culty will be much diminished by presenting those 
points alone for consideration, which experience 
has demonstrated to be most essential. 

To enhance the value of the index, we have 
occasionally inserted remedies not yet confirmed 
Bt the bedside. These will be found enclosed in 
brackets. 



The character of the type indicates not the re- 
lative value of the drug, but the frequency of its 
cures; thus, in Abortion,* Sabina has cured 
oftener than Chamomilla; CkamomUla than Hyos- 
cyamus, and so on. 

This is because the symptoms of abortion re* 
present the pathogienesis of Sabina oftener than 
that of Chamomilla; but it would he a mistalte to 
think Sabina preferable in erery case, since in 
some the phenomena might bespeak Cboccs, in 
otheni Nut v., &c. 

This consideration, though famihar to those 
acqaainted with our art, can hardly be too often 
urged upon beginiiers. 

As the subject of the dose in ludindnal cases 
iDToIves difficulties of great moment, which can 
often be sohed only by long practice, we deem it 
prudent to recommend to beginners, and more 
especially to the -domestic practitioner, the em- 
ployment of the higher forms of the medicineB, as 
these in a majority of cases will be found sufBcient. 
Should such milder preparations prove inadequate, 
it will be safer to resign the treatment to more 
experienced hands.

Ws append to each dmg a lirt of the mediounenti which 
experience hai proved to be most umAiI in controlling or de- 
itroTing ite effects, should its action on the economy be so 
powerful as to require iateifereace. It is proper to obsarre, 
however, that in the treatment of dmg diseases as well at 
natural ones, the agent employed should hold a atrictlj ho- 
miEopBthic relation to the case. A seeming exception to 
this rule ia indeed to be found in instances where the delete- 
rioQi agent has been swallowed in dose* so large as to re- 
quire evacDantt or chemical reagents, — this pnctice, in 
conformity with the generall;r misapplied, yet sound rtde, 
*' toUt eaiuaa," ia never neglected by the ratioual phyaiciaa, 
bnt it ihoold be borne in mind, that the dynamic alieraliom 
prodoced by drugs almost always require subsequent treat- 
ment, which should be purely homowpathic. — Ens.
